THE MAIN BUlIiVINO, 


•which is two stories high, is constructed 
of brick, and has n perfectly made iron 
roof, painted red.

THE ENOINE AND BOILEK BOOM, 


one story high, which is 14 feet wide and 
50 feet long, extending east and west and 
adjoining the main building. The boiler 
is 55 horse power, and the engine of the 
Chase Manufacturing Co,, Boston, Mass., 
is 35 horse power, amply sufficient to fur- 
nish all the power and stem desired.

THE BIG SMOKE STACK
